State Department Puzzled About His 
Silence. 

Washington, August 26.—Acting Secretary 
Adee said today that he had received 
nothing from Minister Denby concerning 
the information on the’Chinese situation 
contained in the press dispatches. Mr. 
Adee is exceedingly averse to making any 
comment on what this absence of official 
ednmutication siginiffes, and he would 
not talk on the subject beyond the re- 
mark that nothing had been received by 
him to show whether or not Mr. Denby 
was carrying out the instructions sent him 
by the department. 

No information explanatory of the de- 
parture of Captain Newell, of the Detroit, 
from Foo-Chow for Ku-Cheng, where the 
Chinese are investigating the recent mas- 
sacre, has been received at either the 
state or navy departments; but in view of 
the fact that it was intended that Cap- 
tain Newell should accompany Consul 
Hixon to Ku-Cheng, it is believed that he 
has gone there to relieve Ensign Evans 
of his representative capacity and, per- 
haps, to carry instructions to the consul 
from Minister Denby. 

A cablegram received at the navy de- 
partment reported the departure today 
of the gunboat Concord from Chemulpo, 
Corea, for Che-Foo, China. Her arrival 
at Che-Foo will increase the number ot 
United States vessels there to three, the 
other two beihg the flagship Baltimore 
and fhe gunboat Yorktown. 

Acting Secretary McAdoo, of the navy 
department, told a United Press reporter 
that he did not know that any significance 
could be attached to this assemblage of 
the American naval force at Chee-Foo. 
He had given no orders regarding the 
movements of ships on the Asiatic station, 
where everything was now in the hands 
of Rear Admiral Carpenter. 

For that reason Mr. McAdee was unable 
to confirm a suspicion that this govern- 
ment intended to make a demonstration 
against China on account of the mission- 
ary trouble.

EVERYTHING PASSED OFF SMOOTHLY 


Victims Were Taken Out One at a 


Time and Strung Up. 


NO TIME FOR SPEECHES OR PRAYERS 


Appeals for Mercy Fell Upon Bars Tha 
Were Deaf—A Salutary Lesson 
Taught to the Vicious. 


Yreka, Cal., August 26.—About 1 o’clock 
this morning a crowd of 200 men gathered 
here to lynch the four murderers in the 
county jail. Se quietly were their prepara- 
tions made that the sheriff had no intima- 
tion of thcir coming. Small groups from 
all over Siskiyou county began to arrive 
cn the outskirts of the town about 9 o’clock 
last night. At 1 o’clock the crowd having 
gathered, they secured an old rail at the 
depot and carried it to the courthouse 
square, placing it between two trees. The 
local police were called away by a sham 
fight. By the time they returned they re- 
alized the intention of the crowd. The 
chief of police went to the engine house 
to ring the fire alarm bell, but found that 
the ropes had been cut. He then went to 
the jail, but the mob had already arrived 
and in such numbers that the police were 
powerless. 

A number of men, all masked, awakened 
Under Sheriff Radford at the sheriff's office 
in the courthouse and demanded the keys 
of the jail from him. He positively refused 
to open the door or give up the keys. Find- 
ing that Radford was immovable, the mob 
went across to the jail and got on top of 
the stone wall which surrounds it. 

Deputy Sheriff Brautlacht, who sleeps in 
the jail, fired two shots.to alarm the city 
marshal, thinking some of the prisoners 
were trying to escape. He then opened 
the doors and was immediately seized by 
the mob, who entered the jail. Having no 
kéys ‘to the cells, they were compelled to 
smash the locks with sledge hammers. 
Lawrence H. Johnson, who stabbed his 
wife to death on July 28th, was first to re- 
ceive the attention of the mob, They broke 
the lock from the deor of his cell and, 
placing a rope around his neck, led him 
out of the jail and across the street to 
where the iron rail was laid between the 
forks of the trees. Johnson pleaded for 
mercy, but the silent gathering gave no 
heed to his appeals. lie was quickly 
strung up, dying from strangulation. 

The mob then returned to the jail and 


shot Henry Hayton, at Callarans, on April 
2ist. Null asked to make a statement, but 
the mob refused to listen and he was soon 
hanging beside Johnson. 

Louis Moreno, who killed George Sears 
on the 5th instant, was next taken out and 
hanged. t 

The last and youngest of the four was 
Gariand Semler, aged nineteen years, who 
killed Caspar Moierhaus at Bailey Hill, on 
the 5th instant. A rope. .was placed around 
his neck and in a few minutes he was 
swinging beside his companions, About 
this time Sheriff Holtz arrived on the 
scene, but was met by several of the mob, 
who notified him that “the job was fin- 
ished.’’ 
the mob had disappeared, leaving only a 
few on guard. Soon these departed also 
and the square was soon deserted. 

The bodies were taken down by Coroner 
Scofield and Murshal Parks, who removed 
them in a wagon to the engine house, 
where they were laid side by side. The 
ccroner summoned a jury to hold the in- 
quest, which is now in progress, 


A BLACK LYNCHING BEE. 


Negroes Take Harrison Lewis, Also 
Colored, from Jail and Hang Him. 
Springfield, Ky., August 26.—A mob com- 

posed of about a dozen men, all negroes, 
took Harrison Lewis, colored, frum jail 
here iast night and hanged him to a tree in 
the courthouse yard, About ll 9’clock they 
attacked the jail and demanded the keys 
of Jailer Smith, who, having been warned 
of their approach escaped out of the back 
door with the keys. 

The mob, nothing daunted, repaired to a 
neighboring blacksmith shop, procured a 
sledge hammer and other tools and began 
battering down the doors, It took three 
hours’ hard work to reach their victim, but 
their determination never wavered sn tire 
least, and promptly at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing Lewis was hanged, 

No resistance was offered the mob and 
quite a number of people were on the street 
while they were at work, but were afraid 
to interfere. 

‘The crime for which Lewis was lynched 
was a most cowardly murder, Last Friday 
night he went to the house uf Joe Brooks, 
also colored, looking for another negro who 
had been too intimate with his (Lewis's) 
paramour. Brooks told him that his man 
was not there, whereupon Lewis firéd upon 
Brooks with a shotgun, killing him in-

The sail seemed to be about six feet longer 
at the foot and four or five feet taller than 
the mainsail of either the Vigilant or De- 
fender. 

Sailmaker Ratsey examined it closly and 
made notes for some slight trimming down 
at the foot. Mr. Kersey viewed the sail 
from a naphtha launch and after ‘hh 
sultation with the others on the Vaikyrie, 
he went over to the City of Bridgeport 
which had arrived and anchored near by. 
The Valkyrie dropped her anchor and dis- 
missed the tug Pulver. At 5:45 o’clock the 
mainsail was lowered and all prospect 
for a sail today was abandoned. The jib 
and stay sail were on deek ready to be sent 
aloft, but the mainsail was the only can- 
vas put in place today. Whether the peo- 
ple on board the British boat were influ- 
enced in giving up the proposed sail today 
by the presence of th newspapr tugs or 
the actions of the Vigilant is not known. 
It is pretty*well understvuod that Lord Dun- 
raven’s people would prefer a quiet spin 
when no one was looking, and with no boat 
like the Vigilant about to get a line on 
the cup hunter. In all probability the 
British boat will trim her mainsail, get 
her head sails in place and take a sail 
early tomorrow morning. 

At 6 o’clock the Vigilant returned in- 
side the hook and anchored near the Val- 
kyrie for the night. 

The Vigilant is in better shape than ever, 
and the sails used today will probably be 
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Valkyrie Ill with Her Old Mainsail and Jib.

Captains Cran- 
field and Sycamore and Mr. Glenny directed 
operations and Sailmaker Ratsey saw that 
the preparations for stretching canvas were 
complete. : 

Just before nonn the crew removed shoes 
and stockings snd in bare feet scrubbed 
down the deck and sides of the yacht. The 
cup-hunter then looked a genuine racing 
machine. She seemed to sit on the water 
as lightly as a duck, and the coat of pot 
lead, which extended up to within six 
Inches of her deck, gave glistening black 
sides in place of the white ones brought 
from Bonnie Scotland. Her polished yel- 
low spars shone in the sunlight, but the big 
steel boom remained the color of galvaniz-_ 
ed iron and was the only thing about the 
boat which did not look trim and yachtlike. 

At 1 o'clock the tug Lewis Pulver, with 
H. Haitland Kersey on board, arrived. The 
Pulver was given a line and the Valkyrie 
started Out of the basin ‘n tow. As he 
yacht proceeded down the bay the work 
of bending the mainsail was begun. The 
United Press tug, C. T. Raymond, and four 
other tugs carrying newspaper men and 
photographers, fell in line. °

In the lower bay the Vigilant was found 
with mainsail, club toprail, jib and stay . 
gail up, cruising about in the main ship 
channel. She met the Valkyrie and going:

Just as the Brit- 
ish yacht reached the southwest side 
inside the hook, the steam yacht

As he stepped aboard and took the wheel, 
he was given three cheers by the crew. 
The Vigilant had on a new suit of cloth 
and no finer has been on any yacht ia this 
year at least. The sails were all made by 
Sawyer, the Herreshoff sails having ap- 
parently been abandoned. The mainsail 
had cloths running from head to foot, and 
the four outside cloths being newer than 
the rest of the sail, indicated that it is 
one of ber old main sails enlarged. The 
jib, stay sail and club topsail fitted per- 
fectly. The jib was without the club, which 
has distinguished the Vigilant from the 
Defender all summer. The baby jib top- 
sail afterward broken out, had five bat- 
tens in it and set as flat as a board. As 
soon as Mr. Gould stepped aboard, the 
Vigilant was put about and went outside of 
Sandy Hook. Meanwhile the work of 
bending the mainsail progressed slowly 
on the Valkyrie. Instead of going outside, 
she went in toward the horseshoe, but 
held on to her tug.

M. Palmer, of Illinois, and General John 
B. Gordon, of Georgia. On the 20th the ex- 
ercises will take place in the city of Chat- 
tanooga, where the speakers will be Gen- 
eral Charles H. Grosvenor, of Ohio, and 
General William B. Bate, of Tennessee. 

The evenings of both days will be de- 
voted to meetings of the veterans of the 
armies participating in the two battles. 

The orders issued today extend invita- 
tions to all the survivors of the armies 
that were engaged in the battles of Chick- 
amauga and Chattanooga. 

In view of the large attendance which 
now seems assured, the orders suggest that 
all who expect to be present make imme- 
diate arrangements for quarters. 

General J. 8S. Fullerton, chairman of the 
commission, is designated as grand mar- 
shal of the ceremonies. 

The band and one battalion of the Sixth

Henri 
Bier was to have been sentenced on con-~ 
viction of perjury; Maurice J. Hart was to 
plead ts three’ of the nine indictments 
recently found against him; Thomas Haley 
and Peter B. Caulfield, ex-city boodle coun. 
cilman convicted of offering to receive a 
bribe, were to be either granted a new 
trial or to have sentence imposed .ypon 
them, and Charles Barnes was to be placed 
on trial for murder. 

Maurice Hart was arraigned befcre Judge 
Moise on two charges of willful perjury 
and of subornation of perjury. His 
counsel presented a general demurrer to 
each of the indictments. He was discharg- 
ed on his bond until further notified. No 
time was set for argument on the demur- 

oF. Haley and Caulfield were then 
brought before the judge. He had 
two motions to disposé of in their 
case—a motion for a new trial and a mo- 
tion in arrest of judgment. The judge an- 
mounced that he had decided to refuse 
both motions and proceeded to sentence 
the convicted councilmen. 

“How long have you been confined in 
the parish prison?’ Judge Moise asked. 

“About two months and a half,” Haley 
replied. : 

“In view of the time you have already 
been deprived of your liberty, I will sen- 
tence each of you to hard labor in the 
state penitentiary for a term of eight 
months.,”’ 

The name of Henri Bier, the convicted 
capitalist, was not called. This was a 
great surprise to many who had goné to 
the court to hear sentence pronounced 
upon the wealthy stock broker and finan- 
cier, who had been convicted of the crime 
of perjury and who had been refused a 
new trial, but it did not surprise those who 
have been carefully watching the trend of 
events of late around the criminal court 
bujiding.

Several Towns Entered and the Stores 
Sacked. 

Jacksonville, Fila., August 26—A cable- 
gram to The Times-Union from Key West, 
Fla,, says that private letters received in 
that city from Havana dated the iith 
instant, state that in the battle at Place- 
tas, between the Spanish troops under 
Colonel Palance and the insurgents, the 
troops were completely routed. ‘he battle 
lasted for four hours. 

On the l7th the insurgents, under com- 
mand of Fernando Fernandez, entered the 
town of Rojas, in Las Villas district, and 
destroyed the railroad depot and several 
wholesale houses. The insurgent forces 
around Remedios number 1,500, commanded 
by Bravo Diaz, Fernandez and Marsul, an 
Italian. 

The people in Sancti Spiritus are in terri- 
ble condition. Provisions are very scarce 
and held at exorbitant prices. 

On the 19th the insurgents, under com- 
mand of “Zayas and Munez, entered the 
town of Les Esperanza, sacked all the 
grocery stores and afterwards paid for the 
same with Cuban bonds, redeemable at the 
end of the revolution. 

It is rumored in Havana that Gomez, 
Roloff and Maceo, with 9,000 insurgents, are 
preparing to ente. the town of Matanzas. 
The authorities are on the alert and wiil 
exert every effort to give them a warm 
reception. 

A large quantity of arms and ammunition 
was landed between Orient and Camaguey 
on the 19th. 

The insurgents fired on the Spanish t 
boat Elaguila, on the 17th, near Sanensiine’ 
» arrived at Havana in a damaged con- 
ition.

Samuol ‘‘homas and 
Mr. T. R. Ryan, The meeting was organized 
by the election of Simon forg as chairman 
and was entirely harmonious. A ‘umber Cf 
questions were asked the chairman by the 
various persons present. 

The pian for the reorganization of the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company of 

, Georgia, was unanimously approved by all 
the bondholders nrecent or represented by 
proxy. More than 70 per cent of all tne 
bonds deposited with the Borg comniittee 
were represented and as the agreement re- 
quired the approval of only 0 per cent, 
the assent of the Savannah and ‘Ycsten 
bondholders.to the plan has now been given 
and the reorganization of the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company of Geor- 
gia will soon be perfected. 

Speaking of the final adjustment, 
Simon Borg said:

WHO SENT ITf 


General Holt's Will Sent Through the 
Mails to the Register of Wills. 

Washingtoh, August 26.—What purports to 
be the last will of the late General Joseph 
Holt, of Kentucky, who died over a year 
ago, Was made public today in a gsen- 
sational manner. In the mail delivered to 
the office of the register of wills on Satur- 
day were two or tthree envelopes which 
were not opened until this morning by 
Colonel Wright, the register. Among them 
Was one addressed, in crude letters printed 
in ink, which when opened was found to 
contain a half-sheet of foolscap paper, the 
ieft end of which was burned, but not 
enough to make the writing illegible, 
Several small holes were burned in the 
sides and center of the sheet, but scarcely 
a word was eliminated. The text of the 
document was as follows: 

“Il do hereby devise and bequeath all of 
my property, ‘both personal and real, to 
Lizzie Hynes, cousin of my first wife, and 
to Josepnine Holt Throckmorton, who is my 
godecnild, and to their heirs and assigns 
forever. I do hereby direct that at my 
death all of my property be divided equally 
between them. 

‘*Lizzie Hynds is to inherit hers at my 
death; Josephine at the age of twenty-one. 
Her father, Major Charlies B. Throckmor- 
trust. | ap.

Not. one word of explanation accom- 
panied the will and the officials of the 
register’s office are at a loss ito account 
for its appearance. No one who is familiar 
with the handwriting of General Holt and 
with the signature of Grant and Sherman 
doubt the authenticity of the document. 

Geenral Holt was supposed to have died 
intestate and proceedings under that sup- 
position were begun a year ago. On the 
petition of Washington D. Holt, ‘William G. 
Sterret and John W. Holt, next of kin, an 
administrator was appointed and he filed 
an inventory of the personal estate on Oc- 
tober 2, 1894, which footed up $130, 665. About 
$50,000 worth of realty ir this city also be- 
longs to the estate. 

Several days subsequent ‘to the filing of 
the inventory some of the heirs of the de- 
ceased submitted to the register of wills 
an instrument purporting to be the will 
of General Holt and dated April 14, 1848. 
Upon the outside of the sealed wrapper, 
however, in the ‘testator’s own hand, were 
the words: 

“This will has been wholly revoked. 

‘Steen 

The administrator was, therefore, direct- 
ed to proceed as though no will had been 
offered or written. There was accordingly 
a distribution of $9,000 made at that time 
among ‘the next of Kin. 

This is the only distribution of funds that 
has been made and the administrator will 
probably be directed to stay proceedings 
until something furthér is heard from the 
unknown senders of the will.

IDENIES THE REPORT 


Mr. Alex Smith Addresses a Communica- 
tion to Chief Walter Cooper. 


HOW THE PEOPLE WILL BE CARED FOR 


There Will Be No Increases in Rates by the 
Hotels During the Exposition—A 
List of Housese 


Mr. Alex Smith, in a communication ad- 
dressed to Mr. Walter G. Cooper, chief of 
the department of publicity and promo- 
tion, announced yesterday that all reports 
to the effect that the hotels and boarding 
houses of Atlanta would gouge the public 
during the exposition were false. 

The correspondence grew out of an edi- 
torial in The Savannah Morning News, 
which stated that there was an effort to 
fleece the public by raising rates in various 
ways during the exposition. Mr, Cooper 
noticed while looking over the newspapers 
yesterday morning that this charge was 
brought against Atlanta in more than one 
periodical. ; 

It was with a desire of authentically in- 
forming himself in regard to the matter 
that he addressed a letter to the chief of 
the department of public comfort asking 


whether there was any basis for the 
charge. 
Mr. Smith replied immediately denying 


that there would be any increase in rates 
as far as the hotels and boarding houses 
were concerned. 

The article calling attention to the mat- 
ter appeared in The Savannah News as fol- 
lows, under the head of “Exposition 
Price:’’ 

The managers of the Atlanta exposition 
cannot, of course, control boarding house 
rates and street car fares in that city 
during the exposition, but they can entér 
& protest against anything that looks like 
extortion. ln our dispatches yesterday it 
was stated that the boarding house keep- 
ers have announced an increase in their 
rates and that the street car lines have 
decided to double their fare to and from 
the exposition grounds. This looks very 
much as if it were the purpose of those 
who have it in their power to do so to 
‘fleece’ the public during the exposition. 

If the impression gets abroad that a sys- 
tem of extortion is to be adopted in At- 
lanta, it will have the effect of cooling en- 
thusiasm in respect to the fair. People 
will simply close their pocketbooks and let 
the fair get along without them. , 

As far as we can see there is no good 
reason why the boarding houses and street 
car lines should make any change in their 
rates while the exposition is open. They 
will have an enormous increase in the vol- 
ume of their business and that ought to 
Satisfy them. All tae railroads leading to 
Atlanta have made big reductions qn pas- 
senger rates for tle benefit of tho who 
intend to visit the exposition. Why then 
should the electric roads of Atlanta dou- 
ble their rate of fare? 

“It looks very much like a settled purpose 
to gouge the public. It can be safely stated 
that the blic will refuse to submit to 
that sort of treatment. They know how to 
protect themselves, They won’t go where 
they will be imposed upon. 

“If the street railroads and boarding 
houses are goi to double their charges 
there is no good reason why the railroads 
should reduce their rates. With extortion- 
ate rates in Atlanta people would not go 
to the exposition even if the railroad rates 
were reduced. The railroads, therefore, 
would lose money at reduced rates. If the 
exposition managers have any influence with 
the trolley lines and the boarding houses 
they should use é#t at once: They don’t want 
to have the impression get abroad that it 
will cost a large part of a year’s income to 
spend a few days at the exposition.” 

Mr. Smith’s Reply. 

This article was referred to Mr. Smith 
in the communication addressed to him by 
Mr. Cooper. His reply is as follows: 

August 26, 1895.—Mr. Walter G. Cooper, 
Chief Department of Publicity and Promo- 
tion, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: Referring to 
the editorial comment of THe Savannah 
Morning News, to the effect ‘that boarding 
house keepers have announced an increase 
in their rates,’ I beg to state that this de- 
partment has received no intimation of any 
such intention, and not one single person 
who has registered accommodations with 
the department has given any notice of 
an increase. 

“I take pleasure in announcing throurh 
you to the public at large that sufficient 
accommodations have been secured through 
the efforts of the public comfort depart- 
ment to adequately and comfortably care 
for the average attendance upon the expo- 
sition. The rates for such accommoda- 
tion at the regular hotels will he. from 
$1 to $3 per day, European plan, and from 
$2 to $ per day, American plan. In the 
lodging and boarding houses rates will be 
from 50 cents to $1.50 for lodging and from 
$1 to $2.50 a day for lodging and board. 
Weekly and monthly engagements can be 
made at the usual reductions. No reasona.- 
ble person can complain at these rates, 
and any criticism of the people of Atlanta 
on the plea of unreasonable or exorbitant 
charges is entirely unfounded and exceed- 
ingly unjust. .Yours very truly,

The police committee of the general

Mr. CaBaniss spoke in the same manner. 

Judge Howard Palmer, who was the first 
director general of the exposition, opposed 
the license on account of the proximity of 
the hotel to the First Methodist church.

Some question was raised as to the validi- 
ty of the petition for the license. The law 
requires that the nearest neighbors on eith- 
er side of the location shall sign the peti- 
tion. The petition bore these signatures 
but it claimed that the signing was done 
by the tenants and not the owners of the 
buildings.

Are Kolbites To Be Received on 
Their Promises? 


Montgomery, Ala., August 26.—(Special.)— 
A west Alabama newspaper recently noted 
the fact of a Kolb man who proposed the 
fact of a Kolb man who proposed to for- 
sake the will-o'-the-wisp he had been fol- 
lowing and to come back to the demo- 
cratic party to stay, independent of its 
course as to silver. 

Referring to such a case The Birming- 
am State asked: 

“What do you think should be the action 
of the party towards the man who says 
he is back in the democratic party to stay? 
Should he be excluded from the next pri- 
maries, or should he be received into the 
party and allowed to vote at the party 
beat meeting?’ 

The Montgomery Advertiser, the admin- 
istration organ, very promptly replied: 

“By all means, let him prove what he 
says by his acts, Let him vote a straight 
ticket before he helps to make one.” 

And right here has been sounded for the 
first ‘time the keynote of the campaign 
which shall precede the democratic state 
convention in Alabama next year. 

For some reason, both sides have avoid- 
ed this question, There is no evidence that 
the politicians have even talked about it 
privately among themselves, and yet they 
all must have realized that it was bound 
to cut a prominent figure in the campaign. 

It must be acknowledged that a very 
large number of the best democrats in this 
state went off after Captain Kolb. Their 
wisdom is sincerely doubted, but the hon- 
esty and sincerity of most of them is bound 
to be acknowledged. When they left they 
believed Kolb’s faction was the true dem- 
ocracy and that the others were the ser- 
vants of the ringmasters. They had sup- 
ported Kolb several times for nominations 
by the democratic party. They had seen 
the party. make much of him as their 
comissioner of agriculture and they could 
not understand but that Kolb was a demo- 


crat. He called bimself one and 
named his alleged faction of the 
party Jeffersonian democrats. The 
farmers could not realize that so 


good: a name as that could mean any- 
thing but the purest article of democracy. 
Many of them were disappointed when the 
republicans came so solidly to the support 
of their ticket in '93 and '%, but they were 
pursuaded that the republican vote was 
acceptable until the reins of power in the 
state could be secured. Their eyes were 
not entirely opened until Kolb’s party held 
@ convention here last summer and for- 
mally} resolved itself into ithe people’s 
party. 

In the heat of the campaign excitement, 
many even then did not realize what was 
being done. Their leaders explained to 
them that it would be unjust and ungen- 
erous to forsake Kolb after he had sacri- 
ficed so much for them and for the mo- 
ment their dissatisfaction was appeased. 
Since then, however, they have had time 
to reflect. Being democrats of life-long 
conviction they are democrats still, and 
while most of them would decline to ac- 
knowledge that they had made a mistake, 
almost all of them would be delighted to 
be back in the party of their fathers. 
With half a chance there is no quéstion 
but that a very large number of them 
will come back and will vote solidly with 
the democfats in the next election and in 
future, provided, of course, they will be 
allowed a voice in selecting the nominees. 

A problem now which Alabama demo- 
crats will have to solve is, shall they be 
received upon the promise of fealty in 
future? The democratic party in Alaba- 
ma needs them. There is little doubt of 
that. The gtrongest objection to their com- 
ing back will probably be urged by the 
goldites, who believe naturally that most 
of those who return will favor the silver 
sentiment of the party. This issue will 
attract great attention in the state before 
many more months and a fYively tussle is 
apt to result over it.

City Executive Committee Meets To Fix 
the Date for a Primary. 


IN THE COUNCIL CHAMBER TONIGHT

The Meeting Will Be Open to th 
Much Interest Is Felt in the 
come of the Meeting. 


The city executive committee will meet 
tonight in the city hall. 

The meeting will take place in the coun- 
cil chan‘ber and unless the members of the 
commitise decided to have a secret session 
the cou\cil chamber will not more than 
hold the yrowd that will be out. 

Speculation has been rife ever since Cap- 
tain Ellis called the meeting of the city 
executive committee as to what that body 
would do when the meeting came about, 
Somehow though there has not been any 
found who has been able to predict just 
what the committee would do. 

The suggestion of an early selection of a 
ticket for members of the board of alder- 
men and councilmen has caused a great 
deal of talk. Very few of those who give 
any time to a discussion of the matter 
Stop to declare themselves in favor of a 
primary or a mass meeting for the selec- 
tion of candidates when that selection takes 
Place. The indications are, however, tnat 
the majority of the committee, ‘f that 
question were sprung, would advocate a 
primary and that a very decided m‘nority 
would even assert that a mass meeting was 
advisable. 

It is a question of the date of the selec- 
tion that is now engrossing the thoughts 
of the people. 

In his call Captain Ellis stated that some 
of the citizens and some of the members 
of the committee had suggested that it 
would be a good idea to have the selection 
of candidates over before the exposition 
came on. That was taken as a cue end 
now the people are talking about the ad- 
visability of an early selection of candi- 
dates. There are many who think that Cap- 
tain Ellis acted wisely when he gave in hig 
call the suggestion of an early selection, 
while there are others who think that an 
early selection should not be neld. 

It is, therefore, more than provable that 
the executive committee when it meets 
tonight will not take any notice of the 
primary and mass meeting features of the 
question, but that the members wil: contine 
themselves to a discussion of the date of 
a selection. If that is made che question 
the discussion will be one of the warmes< 
and most interesting that has been heard 
in the city hall in many months, Of the 
committee there are members who think 
that the selection of candidates shuuld be 
made now and that the entire question 
should be disposed of before the exposition 
is opened. There are members of the com- 
mittee too who are of the opinion that it 
would be rushing the matter to dispose of 
the selection of candidates before the 
middle of October, if that early. 

One faction will advocate quick action 
and sharp work, while the other will ask 
for time to consider the matter. 

One faction will make a selection, if that 
faction prevails, of the candidates who 
may happen to be in the field, while the 
other will ask for more time to search for 
candidates who may please them. 

Just how the committee will stand no one 
can now tell. The body may be made up 
of members and it may be made up of 
members and alternates. If it is composed 
of the one the sentiments of those in } ower 
to act may be quite different from tLe sen- 
timents actuating the alternates, if they 
find the regular delegates present. 

There appears to be a growing disposition 
on the part of some of the ieading: politi- 
cians of the city to have the meeting of 
the committee held in secret, while there 
are many members of the committee who 
will never agree to a secret session cf the 
committee, But as a majority vote rules 
the membership it may be that tne delib- 
erations of the committee will fe kept 
quiet and only the result will be riven cut. 

The friends of some of the aspirants for 
chairs in the general council have been 
busy at work since the call was issued for 
those they advocate. There has heen 4 
great deal of talk indulged in avout two 
or three secret organizations which are very 
strong but no one can be found who Knows 
of the real existence of any fight a secret 
political organizations contemplates. The 
American Protective Association talk has 
been revived and it is said that there is 
one of the strongest branches of that 
organization in Atlanta that has ever been 
laid in the south and that it will take a 
hand in the next selection of candidates. 
But no one can be found who will talk 
tor that order. Thrt, however, is rot to 
be wondered at as the order is one of the 
most secret in the country. Then there are 
two or three other secret organizations 
which are said to be turning the grindstone 
for a keen blade who want a hand in the 
cutting. 

The Industr‘al Union, one of the strong- 
est unions of voters in the city, will be in 
the fight though. ,.The Atlanta lodge man- 
agers came together yesterday morning and 
looked at the matter, but did not do any- 
thing. The same branch will meet today 
and will again take a survey of the field 
politically. 

In every ward the interest is quite well 
up and in the fifth and fourth there have 
been meetings. In the fifth at a meeting 
held last week a candidate for council was 
adopted and his name was given in The 
Constitution last Sunday. ‘Last night there 
was a meeting in the fourth ward at Jen- 
nings’s store and it was asserted that the 
meeting was heid for the purpose of nomi- 
nating a candidate for councilman from 
that ward, but when the matter was 
searched it was found that no nomination 
had been made and that the meeting was 
held just as other meetings of the kind 
have been held in that ward for three 
weeks past.

System Needs More Cash. 
HE PROPOSES A HIGHER TAX LEVY 


Better Teachers and Better Schools, He 
Thinks, Will Checkthe Brodus trom 
the Farms to the Cities. 


Athens, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)—Com- 
missioner Glenn was in Athens today, and 
in consultation with The Constivution’s 
correspondent, gave out a plan which he 
will submit te the general assembly at 
its meeting in October. 

Said Mr. Glenn: “I have always thought 
that Georgia should have better common 
schools, but never in my life had I a prop- 
er conception of that need until it be- 
came my official duty to travel over the 
state and see exactly what was being done 
by the schools. The task must surely 
have appalled my predecessors, 
tain it is that they or anybody else could 
never accomplish the highest and bcst 
results with the present appropriation at 
hand. 

‘“T find that there is a steady movement 
of the people from the farms to the 
cities; that the farms are not looked af- 
ter as they should be; that they are de- 
clining in value, and that agriculture in 
Georgia is suffering from lack of atten- 
tion. I may be mistaken, but I am firmly 
convinced that the prime reason for this 
movement to the cities is the fact that 
men realize that in these times education 
gives a man more power than anything 
else in this world, and the farmer has 
become unwilling for his children to be 
brought up where they will have no school 
facilities. Hence, the very best element 
of farmers is either contemplating leaving 
the farms or has already left them. To 
check that tendency to congregate the 
population of the state in the cities, I 
believe ¢he safest and surest way is to 
provide better schools for the country 
districts. 

“Again, the northern people are emi- 
grating to Georgia. The first question 
they ask is about the school facilities. I 
know where a tract of 3,000 acres of land 
was purchased by a colony of immigrants 
on account of the community affording 
good school] facilities. I also know where 
an equally large tract was rejected on ac- 
count of a lack of school facilities. These 
people look above all other things to the 
school system of the state. 

“I want to see the time come when our 
schools will be run six months consecu- 
tively, from,November ist to May Ist, the 
season when the farmer can best spare 
his children from the fields. This will 
obviate many of the difficulties now pres- 
ent. Then, too, it will be absolutely neces- 
sary to have better schoolhouses and more 
of them, and above all more money to 
pay the teachers. 

“To get gooi teachers, to have more 
schoolhouses, to have better schoolhouses, 
to pay te teachers better salaries—these 
are a few of the problems that confront 
Georgia in an educational way. To all of 
these I have a resolution which I believe 
will be accepted by the people of Georgia. 
To get good teachers, the State Normal 
school should be fostered .and patronized. 
That part of the trouble is already settled 
if the teachers will take advantage of 
the opportunities offered them. 

“The last three propositions are settled 
by the question of money alone. That 
the state needs more schoolhouses and 
better schoolhouses is evidenced by the 
fact that many country schools have to 
be run in churches, some in rude cabins 
and many in buildings that are unfit for 
use in the winter. That the teachers 
should be better paid is evidenced by the 
fact that the compensation of teachers in 
the country schools is not over an average 
of $20 per month. 

“To make Georgia’s educational system 
complete will necessitate the expenditure 
of twice as much money as is now ex- 
pended, and, therefore, in my next report 
to the general assembly I shall recom- 
mend the levying of an extra tax, enough 
to yield $1,000,000 to be added to the pres- 
ent fund. I shall advocate that levy be- 
ing made by each county, and in that 
way each county will be paying for the 
education of its own children. 

“You smile and suggest that the people 
wouldn’t submit to this addifional tax of 
one-fourth of 1 per cent. I am satisfied 
they will not object. On the other hand, 
I believe they will applaud the movement. 
I have talked to many on this line within 
the past fcow weeks and they agree with 
me in the proposition. Such a movement 
wili check the tide flowing from the farms 
to the city, will give better educational 
facilities to the country and will add value 
not only to the brains, but to the material 
resources of the state.”

A Peculiar Click Recognized by a Mar- 


dered Man’s Son. 


TWO BOYS GIVEN LIFE SENTENCES 


They Shot Hagaa Roberts To Get His 
Money, but Were Driven Off 
by a Gir). 


Dallas, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)}—A 
lcose barrel in a shotgun was the principal 
link in the chain of circumstantial evidence 
which has just sent Clabe Miller to the 
penitentiary for lMfe. 

Miller is an eighteen-year-old white boy 
and comes of a réspectable family. The 
crime of which he was convicted was the 
assassination of Hagan Roberts, a 
wealthy farmer living in what is known 
as the nineteenth district of this county, 


-ten miles from here. 


Last March Roberts and the members of 
his family were sitting by the fireside in 
his home, which is on the side of the 
mountain, when they were startled by a 
demand to throw wp their hands and the 
appearance at the same time of ‘two men 
wearing tall white caps with red stripes on 
them. The men themselves had their faces 
blackened. Immediately one of them fired, 
striking the old man so that he died within 
a few hours. 

As the man who fired the shot brought 
down his gun, there was a peculiar click 
which was re:ognized at once by one of 
Roberts’s sons who had used the same gun 
a few days before. This was due to the 
loose barrel. 

The object of the killing was plainly rob- 
bery.

[MONEY FOR SCHOOLS)BB KNBW THE GUN| 
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The Trial of Will Harp Postponed 
from Yesterday Until Thursday. 
The trial of Will Harp, who was arrested 
Saturday by Detectives Wright, Wootten 
and Ivy on a charge of violating the new 
ordinance prohibiting objectionable charac- 
ters from remaining in the city, did not 
take place yesterday us expected. Harp’s 
attorney, Colonel T. W. Rucker, was en- 
gaged in some important business in the 
United States court, and he asked that the 
case be pdstponed until next Thursday, 
which was done. The arrest of Harp was 
the first under the hew vagrancy law, and 
there is considerable interest-in the out- 
come of the case, as it will affect a number 
of men whom the officers have been unable 
to punish under the old laws. The officers 
claim that Harp is one of a number of ob 
jectionable characters about town, and if 
they succeed in convicting him under the 
new law it is very probable that other ar- 
rests will follow. Harp, it will be remem- 
bered, was an interesting witness in the 
sensational investigation of Captain Amos 
Baker several months ago, his testimuny 
being leveled at the Atlanta detective de- 
partment. An account of the arrest of Harp 
and the new ordinance against vagrancy 
appeared in Sunday's Constitution. The or- 
dinance seems to have been designed 
against individuals commonly called ropers 
and cappers, which characters are defined 
as men who entice other men to visit gamb- 
ling dens and gamble. The ordinance was 
adopted by the council at its last meeting. 
The case against Harp was the first madc 
under the new law’ and its trial will be a 
test case. Harp and his attorney, Colonel 
Rucker, will fight the case to the higher 
courts if necessary, so it is said. Harp 
was released on $50 collateral, but was al- 
lowed to sign his own bond yesterday and 
get back his money.

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A Characteristic Reply. 

It is extremely fortunate, we think, 
that the recent arguments of Mr. H. B. 
King, of Augusta, in favor of bimetal- 
lism, to which he is a recent convert, 
should be strengthened by the attempts 
of Mr. Horace White to answer them. 
Mr. White, be it remembered, has charge 
of the financial discussions that appear 
from time to time in The Evening Post, 
and in addition to this he enjoys the 
lucrative position of gold standard lec- 
turer to the various banking associations 
of the country. 

_ Why the banking associations should 
“need to be lectured on the subject of so- 
ealled “sound” money is beyond our un- 
derstanding, but the fact remains that 
whenever one of these associations meets 
Mr. Horace White is found to be on 
hand with a pile of books and pamphlets 
and a great assortment of papers. Ata 
given moment the curtain is rung up, 
Mr. White pulls off his gloves, mops his 
face with his handkerchief, fumbles 
with his books and papers and then 
proceeds to deliver a long lecture on the 
efficacy of the single gold standard. The 
scene would no doubt be a beautiful and 
a pathetic one if we understood it more 
- thoroughly—if we knew who was paying 
Mr. White his enormous salary—if, in 
short, we knew who was paying the ex- 
pense of the windy. campaign. 
In his hours of ease—that is tosay, 
when he is not trying to convince bank- 
ers that they are right in desiring the 
dollar to purchase twice as much as it 
formerly did—Mr. White contributes to 
the editorial columns of The New York 
Evening Post, and in this way makes 
an important addition to the stipend that 
he receives from his financial lectures to 
the bankers. It was natural, under the- 
circumstances, that he should seize upon 
Mr. King’s letter to The Augusta Chron- 
icle. As the promoter of the single gold 
standard in this country, it was Mr. 
White’s province to seize Mr. King. by 
the slack of the trousers and try to re 
convert him to the gold standard by 
means of the heavy British sarcasm 
which comes so handy when argument is 
exhausted. Mr. King had made a state- 
ment that has never been denied: 

If, by the limitation of the use of silver 
as money, there is a greater need for gold, 
this increased demand for the latter will 
maturally put up its price, and if all other 
values are measured by gold, it will take 
less gold to buy a certain quantity of other 
commodities, or in other words, it will take 


@ larger quantity of the other commodities 
to purchase a certain quantity of gold, 


Mr. White thinks that Mr. King’s “‘if’’ 
opens the door to conjecture, and yet 
there is no conjecture possible in the 

face of the facts that lie within reach 
of every intelligent mind. Mr. King is 
@ student, a scholar and a man of af- 
fairs, but it is not hecessary to be a 
student, a scholar and a man of affairs, 
to see that a gold dollar will buy more 
than twice as much now as it would in 
1873, before silver was demonetized. 
In other words, it requires only average 
intelligence to see that producers have to 
give more than twice as much wheat, cot- 
ton and other staple products for a dol- 
lar in 1895 as they had to give in 1873. 

This is the nub of the whole business. 
The controversy rages around “sound” 

«money, and we find on examination that 
what the gold monometallists call “‘dis- 
oo money, is the dollar that will 
no more products no y 

il Ww than it would 

We are surprised, considering the aver- 
age intelligence of the people, that they 
should not instantly seé through the pur- 
pose of the goldbugs. 

It need hardly be said that Mr. Horace 
White’s comments on Mr. King’s letter 
are pointless and vapid to a degree—and 
yet it is said in financial circles that Mr. 
White regards himself as the “bull- 
works” of gold monometallism in this 
country.

The New York Banks. 

Speaking of the New York banks, The 
Philadelphia City Item says: 

Today and during all time, their method 
has been to weed out the smaller deposit- 
ors in favor of the large. Nearly all the 
large banks in New York today absolute- 
ly refuse to open new accounts, no mat- 
ter how worthy the applicant, unless he 
promises beforehand that he will keep a 
balance untouched in the bank of not less 
than $1,000! 

Not a bank among these will do any 
discounting except for reasonably large 
Sums of money. They intentionally ignore 
anything and everything in the shape 
of what they call small business; hence 
they do business for the rich only. 

Small banks of more or less irresponsi- 
bility are willing to do the smaller busi- 
ness in order to do any at all, but the 
moment they get big, their heads swell, 


and they in their turn refuse small busi- 
ness. 


The point is made that the Bank of 

France, which is one of the fargest in 
the world, pursues the opposite course. 
It encourages small depositors as well 
as large, and notes are discounted in 
sums as low as twenty dollars. In con- 
sequence of this policy the bank does 
more business and is more popular, says 
The Item, than all the banks in New 
York put together. 
In discriminating against small mer- 
chants and growing business men the 
big city banks excite enmity, and some- 
times they find that it is a serious dis- 
advantage to have the general public 
against them. The methods of the Bank 
of France are exactly suited to this 
country, and they would be mutually 
profitable to the banks and the people. 
Banks which do business for the rich 
only are not very useful institutions and 
cannot expect to be popular with the 
people.

A Goldbug Cornered. 


President W. G. Raoul, of the Mexican 
National Railway Company, has suc- 
ceeded in extracting some very remarka- 
ble statements from the editor of The 
New York Financial Chronicle. It was 
like pulling a wisdom tooth, but Presi- 
dent Raoul applied the forceps of com- 
mon sense, and the teeth had to come. 
Evidently the editor of The Financial 
Chronicle is a plain, blunt man, unused 
to evasions. There must be diplomacy 
in discussion, especially when you find 
yourself cornered. For this purpose 
evasion has developed into a fine art. 
The Chronicle attempts to employ it in 
replying to President Raoul’s questions, 
but makes a great mess of it, and, final- 
ly, throws up its hands, falls down and 
practically admits the force of the silver 
argument, and gives its whole case away, 
as we shall show presently. 

The Financial Chronicle, it may be 
well to state, had stated that “if free sil- 
ver coinage by the United States alone 
had any effect upon the price of silver, 
it would be to depreciate its gold .val- 
ue.” Starting with this postulate, the 
editor blandly invited “any friend of 
silver” to show where he was wrong. 

In response to this complacent chal- 
lenge, President W. G. Raoul, of the 
Mexican National railway, turned the 
searchlight of inquiry on the editor of 
The Financial Chronicle, and asked him 
to answer a series of questions. After 
examining these questions, the editor 
saw at once that they were of a very 
troublesome nature, and so he sat him 
down at his desk, and asked Mr. Raoul 
to relieve him of his promise. But Mr. 
Raoul insisted, and, consequently, we 
have in the current issue of The Finan- 
cial Chronicle, the attempt of the editor 
to answer the questions put to him. 

We shall quote one or two to show 
how the editor crawled into a corner, 
and then we shall give the remarkable 
statement in which he knocks out the 
underpinning of the goldbug argument. 
Mr. Raoul’s first question is: “Is not 
price always relative to supply and de- 
mand?” The reply of the editor—and 
it ought to be framed and set apart—is: 
“If by ‘always’ you mean generally, we 
would say yes; if you mean ‘always’ we 
would say no.” It will be seen that the 
| editor is beginning to get uneasy. 

Mr. Raoul’s next question is: “Is not 
the demand for gold and silver from two 
sources only, one their use in the arts, 
the other their use as money?” The an- 
swer of the editor—and it is worthy of 
tli Perkins—is: “No. Silver is a com- 
modity now, and under the low prices 
its uses have widened. Moreover, you 
will have to include a speculative de- 
mand. This was a very important and 
controlling feature of the market in 1889, 
1890 and 11.” This is the very essence 
of evasion. The uses of silver have 
widened; but when, and where, and 
how? It is “a commodity now,” but 
what made it a commodity? Legislation, 
of course; and, consequently, its “uses 
have widened;’ and as “its uses 
have widened,” it has continued to fall 
in price! But apply the same fermula 
to beef or to wheat. To “widen their 
uses” is to make them cheaper; to in- 
crease the demand for them is to lower 
their price! Did anybody outside of 
the neighborhood of Wall street ever 
hear of such reasons? Did anybody, 
except the editor of The Financial 
Chronicle, ever have the hardihood to 
put such nonsense into print? 

This is enough to show the ridiculous 
nature of The Financial Chronicle’s an- 
swers to the blunt, practical questions 
put to it by Mr. Rioul. We now come

'that the editor of The Financial Chroni- 
cle has been compei'ed to make. CQues- 
tion No. 7. as put by Mr. Raoul, is in-this 
form: “When we see that the price of 
silver has fallen instantly with every 
legislative act limiting its use, notably 
and lastly, the closing of the Indian 
mints, upon what theory do you predict 
its future fall upon legislative enact- 
mem enlarging its use?’ 

The reply of The Financial Chronicle, 
remarkable as it may seem, is that, 
“while we are on a gold basis, and our 
mints open to the free coinage of gold, 
yet all the gold afloat does not go to the 
mint.” and that “silver bullion will be 
turned into dollars in obedience to the 
same principles and influences that gold 
is now, and only when the owner of the 
bullion finds that to be the more profita- 
ble way of disposing of his product.” 
Continuing, the editor of The Financial 
Chronicle squirms in his corner in this 
wise: 

Does any one imagine that with the 
price of silver in gold one-eighth of a cent 
or any smaller fraction higher, in its re- 
lation to commodities, than silver dollars 
are, the mints would get the bullion 
for coinage? Or take the monetary con- 
ditions as they rule today. Currency is a 
drug. If the country was on a silver 
basis there would be no demand for more 
silver dollars. In that case prices of com- 
modities would rise in silver and silver 
bullion would decline in gold just as fast 
as bullion was carried to the mint to be 
turned into dollars. Indeed, gilver in 
‘large amounts would never be pressed for 
Npoinage unless a need for dollars existed, 

ecause when there was no need silver 
would, in the nature of things, command 
a better price in bullion than in dollars; 
and if the coinage did not stop whenever 
that need was oversupplied, the values 
of commodities in the United States would 
rise in silver and the gold price of the 
builion in London would correspondingly 
or to a@ greater degree decline. 

We tind in the foregoing that there 
would be no “deluge” of silver at the 
mints. On the contrary, we find the re- 
markable statement set forth that un- 
less a need for dollars existed, silver 
in large amounts would never be pressed 
for coinage. But, most remarkable of 
all. we find it stated that the price of 
silver bullion would rise above the mint 
ratio, and at the same time decline in 
London. 

This remarkable essay, be it remem- 
bered, comes from the most intelligent 
organs of the goldbugs. It is put forth 
with apparent reluctance, but it is to 
be supposed that the -editor is prepared 
to stand by it. Without intending it, 
perhaps, The Financial Chronicle digs 
the ground from under all the single 
Standard arguments, and evades where 
he does not admit. the argumeuts of the 
bimetallists. Mr. Raoul, having pressed 
his questions, The Financial Chronicle 
could do no less than answer them, and 
the result is a hodge-podge of evasion 
and admission that will cause a thrill of 
horror to run up and down the cultured 
backbone of Horace White.

Our Non-Producers. 
The St. Louis Republic estimates that 
we have not more than 25,000,000 in- 
come earners of all classes. 
According to this our industricus toil- 
ers directly and indirectly support an 
immense number of people. Our con- 
temporary says: 
Suppose that there are 20,000 more law- 
yers than the business of the country re- 
quires. They must be supported by their 
families or the public. At $1,000 piece, 
they cost $20,000,000. An equal number of 
unnecessary doctors runs up the cost te 
$40,000,000. 
Improvident and shiftless persons are 
everywhere more or less plentiful. Their 
support costs a great deal more than do 
the state governments. In the south 
alone the energies of the whites and more 
industrious negroes are not only inter- 
fered with but taxed to the amount of 
hundreds of millions of dollars for the sup- 
port of the mass of negroes. This does not 
appear in the official levies, but can be 
found in innumerable small debts never 
paid; in food, clothing, medicines and rent 
furnished in small amounts but constantly, 
and in depredations on property. 

Returning to the professional depend- 
ent, it is a scientific pity that we cannot 
Know exactly the huge cost of would-be 
lawyers, doctors, painters, musicians, 
novelists, poets and politicians. The su- 
perfluous are not as bad as the incom- 
petent. A superfluity of ability takes 
pretty good care of itself. But those who 
never can be worth the salt they eat in 
the limited professions they try to enter— 
who can compute their weight upon the 
income earners? 

This is a heavy load to carry, but there 
is very little said about it. In every 
community there are many idle and in- 
capable persons who are a drain upon 
the producing element of the population. 
Men who will not work and those who 
have entered oc¢cupatiens in which they 
cannot make a living must have cloth- 
ing and food and they get them at the 
expense of others. 

But it may be that our conditions 
would not be materially improved if 
our entire population should join the 
ranks of the producers and other busy 
people. The cry of overproduction would 
then be heard all the time. , 

With new labor saving inventions, and 
people educated *beyond the sphere of 
manual labor, shar Wecbllehn of ‘existence 
becomes more and more difficult. We 
already have*the horseless carriage, and 
the next thing may be a manless ma- 
chine of some sort that will grind out 
what has heretofore been considered the 
product of brain work. There is no tell- 
ing what is coming.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Alfred Pagett, a Michigan archaeologist, 
has been making explorations of an an- 
cient wall, which fhe discovered in that 
state, which seem to be a sort of aborig- 
inal counterpart of the great wall of China, 
though some incredulous people declare 
that it is nothing more nor less than a mo- 
raive left by some prehistoric glacier. Mr. 
Pagett has traced its course from the 
county liné between Tuscola and Sanilac 
counties, near Cass City, to a point near 
Lake Huron. The wall, he th'nks, makes 
a complete semicircle from Saginaw bay 
to Lake Huron. In its courre the wall 


touches land covered with bowlders, scat- 


tered over areas of one to five acres, at 
intervals from nve to six miles. At Tyre 
it is a complete mass of stones, many being 
of gigantic size. It has already been 
traced for seventeen miles. Mr. Pagett 
believes there is not a break in the wall 
anywhere. It is remarkably even, running 
usually on the edge of a swamp. There 
are some who still think the wall a mere 
natural freak, but the greater number 
believe it the remains of some ancient 
fortification, which perhaps cut off the 
“Thumb from the main peninsula of 
Michigan.

Benzelia, Columbia County, Georgia, Au- 
gust 25.—Editor Constitution: I wish to 
correct an error in yesterday's Constitution 
made by your Augusta correspondent rela- 
tive to the last congressional election in 
the tenth district. 

He makes the following statement: 

“It was contended by the democratic 
leaders that irregularities and illegalities 
were no greater in proportion to population 
in Richmond than in Columbia, incoin 
McDuffie and other populist counties, a 
that in the event of a contest in congress 
the throwing out of illegal votes on ‘both 
gides would show Major Biack still a 
winner by the legal votes of the district. 

This has been the hue and cry of the Au- 
gusta politicians ever since that disgraceful 
election took place in that city in November 
last. 

They do not deny the outrageous fraud 
that was perpetrated in Richmond county, 
but endeavor to palliate it by crying fraud 
elsewhere. 

I deny the statement of your correspon- 
dent and to substantiate ay denial I refer 
you to the record. 

Your correspondent states that in the last 
election Richmond county cast 15,883 votes, 
Columbia 1,180 and McDuffie 1150 votes. I 
believe these figures to be about correct. 

Now, if any one will examine the com- 
pendium of the eleventh census, page 772 
it will be found that Richmond county had 
only 11,028 persons of voting age, while 
Columbia ‘had 2,266, Lincoln 1,230 and Mc- 
Duffie 1,70 of voting age. To put it in 
another way—the #hree above-referred-to 
populist counties, with 56,211 persons of 
voting age, cast only 4,385 votes, while 
Ridhmond county, with only 11,023 persons 
of voting age, cast 15,883 votes. The above 
figures show that the three list coun- 
ties voted nearly one thousand less than 
the number of persons of voting age, while 
Richmond county voted nearfy five thou- 
sand more persons than were of voting 
age.

Now 
that a portion of these groves are cut 
down for a few years by frost they can 
look to other fruits and means of getting 
their living. This will be the happy results 
of the freeze when the first pain of their 
loss has gone. Florida has more recupera- 
tive powers than any state in the union 
wnd time will prove this so. Last winter 
the melon crop of Florida was immense 
and was marketed in advance of the other 
States, so the cream of the prices was 
given to the Florida growers. This was 
an entirely new crop from that state. The 
pineapple orchards of the east coast of 

rida were but little affected and are 
fast becoming a bonanza to the’ owners, 
as much so aS were the orange groves with 
no such risks. Tomatoes, Irish potatoes, 
beans, cucumbers, egg plant and a hundred 
other articles can be turned into ready 
money with less labor and more certainty 
than oranges, We grow a peach grown 
nowhere else in the United States for 
sweetness and delicious flavor and the total 
production of the state is insufficient for 
consumption of Jacksonville alone. 

If this is so what a field is open to supply 
the entire north. The cantaloupes known 
as “banana melons’ are the finest flavored 
grown anywhere. They would sell as fast 
as shipped if grown in quantity sufficient 
to ship. The canaing of fruits in Florida 
is an entirely undeveloped field and is as 
wide as the state and ripe for development.

Point was contBived yesterday in the 
giperior courtroom in this city and just 
two hours after the case was called Judge 
Hart announced that he would deny the 
gew trial and the attorneys for the defense 

/gtated that the case would be carried to 
the supreme court. 

Judge Hart reached the city yesterday 
afternoon. He was expected early in the 
'morning end tne case was set for hearing 
et 9 o'clock, but the judge failed to arrive. 
‘Then it was postponed to 12:30 o'clock, it 
being thought that the judge would prob- 
ably arrive on the ‘next train. He did not 
reach the city, howeer, until a later train 
and the hearing was not called until 2 
o’ciock. 

When Judge Hart evtered the superior 
courtroom Solicitor Charley Hill amd 
‘Colonel W. C. Glenn, of the prosecution, 
and Attcrneys Moyers and Virgil Jones, of 
the defense, were present. Others were 
sitting inside the railing and (Mr. Crowley, 
the father of the murdered man, was one 
most interested spectators. Mr. 
Crowley sat near Solicitor Hill and he 
listened attentively to every word that was 
said and every affidavit that was read 
was given his closest attention. He ap- 
peared to be the most interested one in the 
room and he ~wwatched the very expression 
on the face “f the judge as if he were 
trying to antitipate his ruling. 

It was just 2 o’clock when Judge Hart 
took his seat and announced that the 
hearing that had been postponed at Union 
Point would be taken up.

| Judge Hart by the defense was to the ef- 


fect that the verdict was not in accordance 
with the law or with the evidence. It was 
claimed that the charge to the jury was in 
error. It was elaimed that two of the ju- 
rors, Muller and Jones, had been placed 
on record as being prejudiced. Then the 
aifidavits were read in which the prosecu- 
tion was accused of speaking to the jury 
when it retired from the courtroom. 

When this point in the hearing was read, 
the state stated that they desired the 
hearing postponed until they could obtain 
affidavits in rebuttal, and they asked that 
the hearing be ccntinued in Atlanta on the 
th of August.

When seen after the decision of Judge

the case but not at all surprised and not 
the least bit discouraged. The case, of 
course, will go to the supreme court, and 
there is every reason to believe that a 
reversal of Judge Hart’s ruling will be 
made there. 5 

“The real difficulties we have had to en- 
counter in the case are not so much the 
ruling of the lower courts as the conduct 
of the officials whose duty it is to aid in 
the search for the truth, who have been 
partisans of the prosecution from the in- 
ception of the case until now. I mean, of 


‘course, the police, the detectiv3s and other 


ministerial officers. 

‘“‘The case tairly bristles with clews which 
honestly followed up by the men whose 
duty it is to follow them up will lead to the 
unraveling of ‘the mystery of the man 
Brown Ailen, And not a single honest ef- 


fort has been made by officiais since Wiil 


Myers’s arrest to follow up these clews. al- 
though before the arrest they all believed, 
and some of them swore betore the coro- 
ner’s jury, that there were from two to 
four men who did the killing. 

“As a sample of the attitude of the offi- 
cers I refer to the fact which was shown by 
Mr. Pllis’s affidavit, that as soon as he ar- 
rived in Atlanta he reported to Patrolman 
J. B. Hudson and Detective Cason Conduc- 
tor Troutman’s and the sleeping car por- 
ter, rlourney’s, statements, about having 
earried to Florida Brown Alien, who was 
fleeing from Atlanta immediately after the 
Crowley killing. That happened in last 
September, and not only did these officers 


not follow up this clew, but they did not even 


suggest to us that we might follow it up. 

“Il refer, also, to the attitude of the sher- 
ius office toward the telegram and lietter 
from the Florida sheriff. accurately describ- 
ing a man there as passing under the name 
of Allen, a suspicious character who filled 
exactly the description given by Will My- 
thanks to the 
countesy of the sheriff, is still at large so 
far as we know. 

“Why? Because to arrest him would 
weaken the caSe against Myers. They could 
not afford to risk finding out the truth or 
the real murderer for, perchance, it might 
give Myers a little help.

That bs the Name of the Intramoral 
Exposition Line To Be Built. 


HOW THE ROAD WILL BE OPERATED. 


Short Stories of the Doings at the Grounds 
and About Headquarters—The Mud 
and the Exposition. 


It’s “‘The Tram.”’ , 

This ig the catchy name which has been 
selected for the intramural line to be oper- 
ated within the exposition walls, 

Mr. Martin F. Amorous returned yester- 
day morning from Washington, where he 
has been engaged in contracting for the pic- 
turesque vehicles to be used in transport- 
ing the crowds about the grounds. He has 
arranged definitely all his plans and work 
will begin on the line tomorrow. It is his 
intenticn to have “the Tram” finished with- 
in a week’s time, and a large force of la- 
borers will be placed to work upon the 
track at once, 

This line will make a eomplete circuit of 
the whole grounds, with a terminus in front 
of the government building. Beginning 
there it will run in front of the manufac- 
tures hall, extending across the dam at the 
lower division of Clara Meer to the front of 
the electric hall, thence in front of trans- 
portation hall, making a complete circuit. 
The line will front the forestry building and 
the agricultural hall. At the agricultural 
building it will make a sharp turn, running 
in the rear of the auditorium and taking 
in the main road in front of the fire bulld- 


| ing and fine arts, 


While in Washington Mr. Armorous en- 
gaged fourteen herdics, which have been in 
use on Pennsylvania avenue. These will 
be shipped immediately. They will be paint- 
ep up in gala style and will present an at- 
tractive and picturesque appearance, Yes- 
terday Mr. B. M. Bray was appointed su- 
perintendent of the system, He has secur- 
ed one hundred horses, whose gait will 
equal] trolley car speed, 

The track of the Tram will be made of 
planks, underlaid with heavy sills picced 
upon the blue lime stone paving. 

This will be laid in the center of the main 
road running about the grounds, 

“The Tram can easily accommodate frvin 
fifteen gto twenty thousand people a day,” 
raid Mr. Amorous yesterday. ‘It will be dn 
sasy and convenient means of transporia- 
tion, The objection has been raised that 
the pine placed in the middle of the 
main road will be unsightly. I do not think 
so. On the other hand Il am of the opinion 
that it will be more of an ornament than 
anything else. The utmost care will be tuk- 
en to make the track uniform, It .vill be 
eighteen feet in width and the planks will 
be laid evenly. 

“The road will not mar the b3auty of 
the grounds in the least, a’ 4 with the four- 
teen gaudy vehicles dashing about from 
bui:ding to building it will lend life to tne 
scene, 

“By the way,” continued Mr, Amorous, 
“TI find that all over the country there is the 
most enthusiastic interest manifested in our 
expc siticn, The people of Washington are 
awaiting the opening day as impatiently as 
we are right here in Atlanta. ‘ihere was 
scarcely a man to whom I was introduced 
but had something to say of the exposi- 
tion, 

‘the eyes of the whole nation are turned 
toward Atlanta eagerly anticipating the 
opening of the big show. I tell all who ask 
that we will be ready in time, and I think 
we will. I am sure the intramural tram-

Vork of Executive Committee,

circular naming all the stations on their 
roads and stating the exact rate from every 
point to Atlanta. This met with the appro- 


val of the committee, and the suggestion’ 


was put in the form of a motion which was 
made and passed to that end. 
Te Request Council To Act. 

Mr. Cabaniss read to the committee the 
resolution offered by Alderman Howell at 
the last meeting of the council, which reso- 
lution authorized the mayor to execute a 
note to the exposition company for $15,000, 
that being the amount due the exposition 
company by the city on the appropriation 
made last year. 

The resolution was passed with the pro- 
viso that the exposition company should 
spend $5,000 in policing the grounds, that 


$2.500 be used for sanitary purposes, and | 


that the directors of the exposition should 
give from its funds $5,000 for policing the 
exposition grounds. 

The provisions in this resolution do not 
meet the approval of the members of the 
executive committee, and after a short dis- 
cussion yesterday afternoon Chairman Eng- 
lish named a special committee to consult 
with the mayor and appear before the coun- 
cil at the next session of that body for the 
purpose of requesting the withdrawal of the 
provision attached to the resolutions. 

Injured the Forestry Building. 

During the storm yesterday afternoon a 
window in the mining department of the 
forestry building was blown in and the floor 
deluged. Several of the exhibits were wa- 
tered, but no material damage was done. 
The roof of the same building sprung a leak 
and for a while it looked as if the display 
of the Argentine republic would be dam- 
aged. The water dropped through a few 
feet from the wall where the oil paintings 
representative of life in Argentina were 
hung. These were taken care of, however, 
and very little damage was done. 

Leakage was reported in several other 
buildings. The matter has been reported to 
Mr. Grant Wilkins, and he will order re- 
pairs immediately. 

Exhibits at Random. 

The buildings on Midway Heights are 
being rapidly constructed. The frame of 
the Ferris wheel at the lower end of the 
Midway has been erected, and the huge 
wheel will soon be in shape. 

Carpenters are in demand at the expo- 
sition grounds, The contractors are call- 
ing and advertising for them in every 
direction. The host of workmen is in- 
creasing from day to day in the effort to 
have the grounds in readiness by the 18th 
of September. 

The appearance of a sea gull at the ex- 
position grounds yesterday is regarded 
as propitious.

LAWSON PEEL LAID TO REST. 


The Funeral Oceurred at the First 
Methodist Church Yésterday. 

The funeral of William Lawson Peel, 
Jr., occurred at the First Methodist church 
yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock. The re- 
mains were interred in a vault at Oak- 
land. 

The funeral was an unusually large 
one, the church being vrowd@l with 
friends of the noble, manly little fellow 
whose life ended in such an untimely man- 
ner. The church was covered with lovely 
flowers, and a great burden of roses rest- 


ed upon the white casket. 

The funeral services were conducted by 
Drs. I. 8S. Hopkins and J. B. Reobins. 
There was no sermon, but the services 
were beautifully simple, consisting of 
scripture reading and songs. Dr, Robins 
read the opening lesson, and was followed 
by the choir, which rendered “Abide with 
Me, fast falls the eventide.” Dr. Hop- 
kins read a lesson from the scriptures 
and “Safe in the Arms of Jesus,” a favor- 
ite song with the dead boy, was sung. 
The choir sang in a beautiful and effective 
manner the hymn “Lead, Kindly Light.”’ 

Aftér prayer by Dr. Hopkins, the large 
funeral concourse wended its way to Oak. 
land cemetery, where with simple cere- 
monies the remains were consigned to the 
vault. The pailbearers Were all young 
men employed by the Maddox-Rucker 
Banking Company, of which Mr W. L. 
Peel is vice president. 

The death of Lawson Peel was as sad 
as any that ever occurred in Atlanta. 
The surrounding circumstances rendered 
it peculiarly tragic. He was the only son 
of a family by whom he was idolized. 
Four months ago his mother and sister 
left for a tour through Europe, leaving 
him in the best of health. He was seized 
with fever about a month ago, and from 
that time grew gradually weaker, dying 
last Friday night, eight hours before his 
mother and sister arrived at New York. 
They were unconscious of his illness until 
apprised of it by Mrs. Henry H. Smith, 
who met them at the pier and gently 
broke the news. 

Lawson Peel was an extéptionally bright 
little fellow of thirteen, possessing an un- 
common talent for music. By nature, 
gentle and refined, he was loved by every 
one, A fairer, brighter life could not 
have been cut short.

Cent Fare to the Exposition. 
Editor Constitution—The Allanta Even- 
ing Journal for several days past S en- 
deavored to prejudice the public “mind 
against the plans of the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company for opcr- 
ating gars during the exposition. These 
publications are calculated to do gross 
injustice to the street railway company 
and much greater injury to the exposition 

company. 

In a few days all the schedules will have 
been* arranged, and they will be furnished 
to the public through your columns: in 
the meantime, however, I wil] thank you 
to say to the company’s patrons, by pulse 
lishing this letter or otherwise, that it is 
not true that the fares on all the lines of 
the company throughout the city will be 
doubled during the exposition, but that, 
on the contrary, the service as now fur- 
nished on all the lines will be continued 
at the same rate of fare as now charged, 
but there will be changes. made in the 
cross-town or through lines. Cars on all 
of these lines will be operated into the 
center of the city and out to the exposi- 
tion terminus for one charge of ten cents, 
instead of having passengers make 
changes in the center of the city, as here- 
tofore, and paying two fares of 5 cents 
each to the same point. There will be 
operated from the center of the eity into 
the exposition terminus special cars upon 
which a charge of 10 cents will be made, 
but passengers can make a continuous 
trip on any car between any two points 
in the city between which cars are oper- 
ated for one fare of 5 cents. For instance, 
a party boarding a car on Pryor, White- 
hall, Capitol avenue or Washington street 
can go to any point on Peachtree’ street, 
as far as Ponce de Leon avenue, for 5 
cents fare, or into the exposition grounds 
for a 10-cent fare. Likewise, a passenger 
can board a car at the artesian well on 
Peachtree, ride to Wilson avenue, where 
it is but,;a short walk to the main en- 
trance of the exposition, and the charge 
for this trip will be 5 cents. Passengers 
can take the choice of routes, and it is 
believed that when the special facilities 
which have been provided shall have been 
fully understood, the larger number will 
take cars running into the terminus, and 
will not consider the 10-cent fare exorbi- 
tant, considering the many advantages 
provided there.

They Are Very Proud of the Work the 
Race Is Doing 


THEIR BUILDING WILL BE WELL FILLED 


Many of the Race Will Visit the £xposi- 
tion—A Public Comfort Department 
Suggested for Tnem. 


A half dozen colored commissioaers from 
as many states have been in Atlanta on ex- 
position business during the past few days. 
Among the commissioners who have been 
here are Lewey, of Florida; Washington, of 
Alabama, and 8S. G. Atkins, secretary of the 
North Carolina board. 

Atkins is one of the leaders of his race. 
He is secretary of education in the African 
Methortist Episcopal church. He was until 
recently principal of schools in Winston, 
N. C., and resigned to accept the presidency 
of a normal and industrial institution lc- 
ceted in hig city and chartered by the jast 


| legislature of North Carolina. 


“The exposition has always struck me as 
a grand conception, a magnificent idea,” 
said he. “The projectors of the exposition 
could certainly have fallen upon no better 
scheme for advertising the resources of ‘he 
southland of untold riches in soil, in min- 
erals, in forests, in climate and in all vlse 
necessary to make it the favored land of 
our western world. LVesides it has a popula- 
tion much more energetic and thrifty inan 
the world knows of. 

“The exposition will bring the world to 
this knawledge. In addition to all this this 
exposition will have more to do with elim- 
inating sectionalism and establishing fra- 
ternity between the sections than any that 
has occurred among us siace the war. 

“The negro building is a splendid evidence 
of the confidence of our southern white 
neighbors in us as a race. As I took in ‘ts 
vast proportions and fine appointments 1 
was highly gratified. It seems to me that 
no fair-minded negro in the south could #sk 
more than the directory has done as their 
generous consideration culminates in this 
building. In point of architecture and ar- 
rangement it is in keeping with the other 
buildings, and as for me I am satisfied and 
think everybody else ought to be. I think 
if every negro in the country could have 
visited the building they would go away 
just as I am—enthused and determined that 
visitors in that building shall not see North 
Carolina wanting. 

“The megro has never before been 80 
aroused in any effort of his to demonstrate 
race progress. This is the best opportunity 
Ne has over had, and he will certainly 
measure wp to it. I find that very little 
space is left and North Carolina just aid 
get in.. The thing that puzzles me is how 
we are giing to accommodate all of cur 
exhibits. From the applications I rave 
seen there are more than enough to cover 
the building, even if packed in, 

“Yes, I note from the mail received in the 
office of the negro department that appli- 
cations continue to pour in from every s€c- 
tion of the country. I think the home and 
church life exhibit a grand conception and 
was glad to see that protographs are al- 
ready coming in, some from as far away 
as California. 

“The exhibit from Worth Carolina will 
come from the schools, from the homes, 
from the farmers and from the 
shops. There will also be photographs rep- 
resentative of the progress of our people; the 
kind of houses in which they live and the 
churches in which they worship, as well as 
the places owned by them in which. they 
do business. Besides the active work which 
the commissioners have made for exhibits 
already secured, there are several fairs to 
be held in the state, one at New Berne, N. 
C., on the 28th, and our commissioners will 
go there and select the best from that fair. 
But how we will be able to get our‘exhibit 
in the space allotted is hard to tell. We 
have been shown, however, that we cannot 
get more space unless an annex of some 
kind is put to the building. 

‘Professor Penn very aptly expressed the 
sentiment of the thinking colored people 
when he said in your paper of the [2d that 
while the harpists are ‘harping, the com- 
mi ners, exhibitors and the majority of 
the race are preparing to install the most 
unique and magnificent exhibit that bas 
ever been made in the history of the civiliz- 
ed world by people who have been tree 
only thirty years.’ It is a very commenda- 
ble thing that all of the cool-headed and 
most intelligent young men of our race are 
vely much interested in the exhibit. We 
shaii have at the New Berne fair next week 
a learned colored man from Atlanta, Rev. 
J. W. E. Bowen, of Gammon Theological 
seminary in this city, to talk exposition. He 
is not a commissioner, but is so thoroughly 
interested in the success of the colored de- 
partment that he agreed to g0 out of his 
way en route from the north home to 
speak in favor of the exposition. 

“We are certain that the North Carolina 
colored people will attend the exposition in 
large numbers. They have heard so much 
of Atlanta and of the exposition, as well as 
of the generosity of the exposition directory, 
that they are coming to see. 1 am prepared 
to tell them that the half has never been 
told. I hope that a pwblic comfort depart- 
ment will be inaugurated by colored men 
for colored visitors, just as there is among 
the white people for white visitd®s, 

“It has been well said that the colored 
people who will attend’ the exposition will 
be of the better class. They will expect to 
be met and assigned to homes somewhat in 
keeping with those they came from. Upon 
sober thotght I must warn all- concerned 
that this is necessary. The fact that the 
railroads are going to give splendid accom- 
modations and the exhibit is going to be all 
that the most fastidious will want—all of 
this will bring our best people who have 
some money to spend provided_there is ‘a 
public comfort department by the colored 
people to look out for them. Speaking for 
North Carolina people I hope this will be 
looked after.’’

An active, broader market is deferred by 
circumstances, chiefly the absence or apa- 
thy of jlarge operators and” capitalists. 
Pending their return speculation wiil un- 
doubtediy continue professional. 

There is nothing in signt to put good rail- 
road stocks down much, but it will be sur- 
prising if on further strength in iess tavor- 
ed ones there is not sufticient realizing by 
large holders and insiders to stop an ad- 
Vance and cauSe a reaction. 

Thus but for the pronounced strength of 
its better situated contemporaries, St. Paul 
and Rock Island, Burlington would certain- 
ly have dectined at the close of the week. 
They fairly lifted it up. Ever since the 
government crop report came out saowing 
a heavy decline in the condition of the 
corn crop of Nebraska—where buriington 
has a heavy mileage—the latter s.Wk has 
dragged, has been one of the tew heuvy 
Stocks on the list. 

The crop reduction in Nebraska was pot, 
however, the only basis for the shifting of 
the stock from the strong to tne weak, 
for, as is well known, the management has 
been retrenching for several years to bridge 
over hard times without passing dividends. 
Result: It must now expend §3.00U0,U0U to 
$4,000,000 for betterments, etc., which can 
be no longer deferred. 

The money will come out of the first 
benefit of good crops in states outside of 
Nebraska, that is increased earnings. So 
it is not to be wondered at that Boston 
insiders are not over enthusiastic aout 
their stock above 9, or that good judg- 
ment suggests profit-taking on tne frurd 
spots, It does not look like a bargain at that 
price with an investment stock like West- 
ern Union only a few points higner. 

The market at the close of the week was 
dull and rtrong, though dealings concen- 
trated in a few stocks, chiefly St. Paul, 
which rose on an increase of $20,000 in 
earnings the third week in August. ‘The 
weak stock was Sugar, which sagged in 
the face of the general upward tendency 
and because the lies and misrepresenta- 
tions on which it had been bulled no 
longer deceive. 

The stock has markets and movements 
of its own, and there are certain considera- 
tions ‘which, as a finality, govern its stock 
exchalige course irrespective of everything 
else, Cif these the most important are the 
desires and market position of the largest 
insiders, particularly those of the president 
of the trust, Henry O. Havemeyer. ‘hat 
consideration, no matter what temporary 
fiuctuations may be, now means “ material 
ultimate dechine i1 Sugar certilicates. 

Mr. Havemeyer ‘as never undertaken a 
bull campaign in these certificaies abcve 
1l0.. On th: other hand, he snattered one 
above that figure in 1893 by his heavy sales 
of the stock. Nor has he ®ver cone what 
less brainy and less powerful men Nave 
lately tried to do—bull Sugar in the iace 
of the werst trade conditions that huve 
prevailed for many years. 

liere is the trade situation: The compiuny 
has an enormous stock of raws on hand. 
the value of which has. been greatly re- 
duced by the decline in foreign sugars. ‘lhe 
Sugar crop i: so large that a. “urther shrink- 
age is inevitable. The insurrection in Cuba 
was looked to to make a shortage in that 
crop, but both Spaniard and Cuban protect 
rather than destroy it, because it is to 
both a source of indispensable revenue. 

Besides its large stocks of raws the trust 
has on hand, manufactured and awaiting 
buyers, who hold off knowing that prices 
must go lower, 350,000 barrels of refinea, 
Now, this in brief is the sugar trade situ- 
ation, and it means poor earnings fer tne 
American Refining Company. 

Business in general is quieter, a rawural 
reaction from unusual activity, though 
bank clearings still approximate tke. Nor- 
mal record, having been fer the *veek only 
10 per cen‘. less than in the corresponding 
period of the very prosperoys year 192. 
Railway earnings, too, begin to reflect the 
better times and even some of the Granger 
roads at last show increases, notibly Bt. 
Paul and Northwest. 

With the exception of eotton, which Pas 
risen on feavs of a heavy crop sno'lsge, 
products are generally lover and tcr the 
time being iron has sto;ped advancing, 
having about reached the importation 
point. Wheat, corn, oats and hog products 
are lower because of crop conditions and 
it will be somewhat surprising as regards 
railroads if very low prices do not make 
low rates, thereby neutralizing in a ineas- 
ure the effects of large crops. 

Financially the event of the we?K was 
the easing off of steriing exchange. due 
to the operations of the bond syndicate. 
The supply of commercial bills did not in- 
crease much, nor did that of security bills 
and. it remains to be seen whether raies 
will decline further to a level whicn will 
not permit gold exports. Small exports of 
products militate against a pronounced de- 
cline. 

Thus while shipments of wheat and ficur 
last week enlarged a little they were akcut 
40 per cent less than the movement or! 
previous years, before America lost its 
export trade to other countries. 

It was a bull Week in cotton, with the ad- 
vance based on predictions and expectations 
of a heavy shortage in the crop and upon in- 
creased buying by spinners both here and 
in England, The better temand ‘o spot 
cotton was a substantial bul! argument. 
The short crop estimates were quesses ‘Ihe 
vield this year will unquestionably fall two 
or three million bales below the enormcus 
crop of a year ago, but no man can tell 
at this time what the shortage is 40.ng to 
be. 
The cotton market is now fully 2% cents 
above the lowest prices of the venr, a very 
heavy advance under any circumsta1ces— 
even if the yield is about as smail as c:aimn- 
ed. There is a very long interest tn the 
market which is held by commission peple 
for small speculators and any ‘iecline of 
consequence would bring out all this cotton. 
We think profits should be taken on hard 
spots, that the market should react at least 
half a cent. 


From The New York Financial News. 
While there is a glut of call, and a con- 
siderable amount of time money available 
on collateral in the great money centers 
there is a dearth in the west and soutn. 
Tradespeople complain that they cannot 
afford to keep currency upon hand neces- 
sary to make change with.

It looked like a bluff on the part 
of English buyers to enable them to get 
some cheap cotton if it succeeded, but 
we have grown aecustomed to the contra- 
riness of Liverpool, and in spite of the de- 
pressing influences at the opening our mafr 
ket was not weak and soon advanced sev- 
eral points. Room traders are much mix- 
ed as to the future course of te market 
and fluctuations showed a good deal of 
nervousness today here as well as in Liv- 
erpool. The bears say growers are ready 
to market the cotton as fast as possible 
on this advance, as they are not sincere 
in their estimates of a short crop, but at 
present there are no figures to substan- 
tiate such a belief as receipts are far be- 
low what they orcinarily are at this time 
of the year. New Orleans is remarkably 
strang for October option, probably due 
to manipulation aided by the expectation 
of a light movement in September and Oc- 
tober. Texas and Arkansas weather con- 
tinues dry and warm, whffe rain is needed. 
The first sale of January was at 7:30 from 
which it advanced to 7.85, then declined to 
7.78 and reacted again to 7.86 at the close, 
and leaves the net loss for the day only 2 
to 3 points. Business was fairly 
The spot market in New York is unchang- 
ed. The southern markets ar? firm and 
advancing.

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RIOT AT A BALL GAME 


Caused by a Watchman Wounding a 
Peeping’ Hoy. 


Chicago, August 26.—Basebsll games yes-

The contract for furnishing the Atlanta 
police force swith winten uniforms was 
awarded to Biseman & Weil by the uni- 
form committee 6f the board of police com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon, The bid 
of that firm was the lowest of several sub- 
mitted ad the award to the firm was 


unanimously agreed to. 
There Were a number of bidders for the 


contract and the competition brought down 
the price that the big coppers will have to 
pay for looking neat and manly during 
the exposition. Middlesex cloth was chosen 
as the material to be used in the uniforms. 

Chairraan Johnson and Mr. Brotherton, 


missioners’ room yesterday afternoon and 
after looking at several dozen samples and 
price lists, agreed to award the contract 
to E1iseman & Weil. Commissioner Branan 
ahd Chiefs Connolly and Wright were 


present at the meeting. 

Ali of the bidders submitted a written 
bid accompanied with samples of the dif- 
ferent cloths used in the manufacture of 
police. uniforms and all were compared. 
The bids were read by Secretary Brangn 
and the goods compared by the other com- 
missioners and Chief Connolly. The bid 
of Diseman & Weil to furnish the uniforms 
at $81.40 each was finally settled upon as 
being the lowest and most satisfactory, 
and it was accepted. A full uniform con- 
sists of overcoat, dress coat, vest and 
pants, and the bid of $31.40 is for those 
garments. 

The contract calls for Middlesex cloth, 
indigo blue, the overcoats to weigh twen- 
ty-six ounces to the_yard and the other 
garments to weigh twenty-two ounces to 
the yard. 

It will be remembered that the board re- 
fused to accept the summer uniforms and 
there is now a dispute between the board 
and the Wanamaker & Brown Company, 
of Philadelphia, as to the payment for the 
uniforms. The uniforms were rotten and 
almost worthless, according to the men 
who had to wear them, and when the board 
made an inspection it unanimously decided 
to refuse to pay for the uniforms. 

Hirsch Bros. and George Muse were the 
other Atlanta bidders for the winter uni- 
form contract yesterday. Several outside 
parties submitted bids, but Hiseman & 
Weil’s was the lowest. The latter firm se- 
cured the contract for the uniforms last 
winter. 

Chif Connolly recently ordered a new lot 
of helmets, belts, chains and other police 
equipments from the J. C. Heller Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia. When the new uni- 
forms are made and the new equipments 
arrive the Atlanta coppers will make a 
very handsome appearance.

IMPORTANT STEPS 70 REORGANIZATION 


Commissioners Appointed To Sell 
the Road. 


SALE WILL OCCUR ABOUT OCTOBER 1ST 


Necessary Legal Steps in the Direction of 
Oarrying Out the Reorganization 
Plan of the Road. 


Final steps preparatory to the sale and 
reorganization of the Georgia Central raijl- 


road were taken in the United States dis- 4 


trict court before Judge Don Pardee yes- 
terday. 

The steps taken form the most important 
chapter in the reorganization of the Cen- 
tral since the plan of reorganization was 
announced, 

The tinal decree of foreclosure and sale 
of the Central railroad upon the conSoli- 
dated mortgage bonds of this company was 
granted by Judge Pardee. ' 

Cotmmissioners werc appointed by the 
presiding judge to sell the road. 

A. E. Buck and George 8S. Owens, of 
Savannah, were named as commissioners to 
sell the Central. 

Mr. E. A. Angier was appointed com- 
missioner to -sell the Savannah and West- 
ern. Mr. W. H. Dimmock was appointed 
seme time ago to effect the sale of the 
Mobile and Girard, a branch of the Cen- 
tral. 

There were present counsel representing 
the various companies and corporations 
interested in the foreclosure as follows: 

Mr. Henry Crawford, of New Yorky rep- 
resenting the reorganization committec; 
Mr. S. B. Adams, representing the receiv- 
ers of the Savannah ana Western; Messrs. 
Lawton and Cunningham, of Savannah, 
representing the Cencral Railroad and 
Banking Company; Messrs. Joseph Lane, 
of New Ycrk, and Henry Tonipkins, of 
Atlanta, representing the Certral Trust 
Company, of New York: Colcnel George 
Mercer, of Savannah, representing the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, of 
New York; Mr. Alexander King, of Atlanta, 
representing the Savannah ard Western 
and Macon and Northern interests; Mr. 
Pope Barrow, of Savannah, and Mr. Hoke 
Smith, of Atlanta, representing the inter- 
ests of the intervening creditors, and Mr. 
Frank C. Milier, of Augusta, representing 
Savannah and Western interests. 

For some months past the reorganization 
cf the Central has been one of the chief 
‘topics among railroad circles and the de- 
eisien yesterday will be hailed with much 
‘satisfaction by all interested in the wel- 
fare of the road and its future. 

.: It must be understood that the Central 
will not be included in the Southern sys- 
tem. but will retein its individuality and 
continue to be operated under the title of 
the Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
peny of Georgia, although the ¢ Southern 
railway will control a majority in the di- 
rectorate of the reorganized system. 

' Mr. Henry Crawford, representing the 
reorganization committee, while speaking 
to a Constitution man at the Aragon yes- 

- ,ferday, said: 

‘While the date of the sale of the prop- 

>Terty “has not “been fixed by the decree, it 
Will probably occur about the Ist of October 

and the new organization will be formed 
in the same month. The new securities 
of the road are now being engraved in New 
York and will be ready for distribution by 

' November. 

The sale of the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company will take place in Sa- 
yannah and the sale of the Savannah and 
Western will take place at Birmingham.

All questions not disposed of in the de- 
cree of yesterday were reserved for future 
adjudication, the settlement of the same 
not held to be necessary for the purpose 
intended, and the court reserved the right 
to make any further order to the decree 


» on the petition of any party interested 


should their interest appear just and 
proper. 

The commissioners appointed to sell the 
Central road were Colonel A. E. Buck and’ 
George W. Owens, and for the sale of the 
Savannah and Western Mr. A. E. Angier 
was selected. 

There seems to be an opinion generally 
entertained by many familiar with the his- 
tory of the troubles of the Central that 
this is only an entering wedge for the ab- 
sorption by it of the Southern, and from 
the expressions of those parties the road 
in question will include it in its system. 
As the Southern is said to now hold a con- 
trolling interest in the road and probably 
have a majority in the directory, there 
seems to be a plausible conclusion that the 
rumors afloat will reach a definite end. 

The parties to the bill decreed yesterday 
were the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, Alexander Brown & Sons, the Cen- 
tral Trust Company of New York and the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company 
of Georgia. 

The Plan of Reorganization. 

Upon the foreclosure of the tripariite ur 
consolidated mortgage or both and sale of 
securities pledged for the floating debt, the 
purchasers of said railroad will organize + 
vew corporation to be called the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company, which will be 
vested with the title to the railroads and 
pioperties covered by such mortgagvs anl 
pledge. \ 

To acquire title thereto and to the other 
railroads, properties and leaseholds herein- 
after mentioned, being all the interests and 
properties now owned by the Central Rail- 
rcad and Banking Company of Georgia, 
such new corporation will issue to the pur- 
chasers the follawing securities: 

A. Seven million dollars first mortgage 
fifty-year gold bonds, bearing 5 per cent in- 
terest, secured by trust deed or mortgage 
which shall be a first lien on the main line 
ve! railroad from Atlanta to Savannah, in- 
ciuding’~ the Milledgeville branch, all equip- 
ment and appurtenances and the equity in 
the steamship properties.

The Opening Session of the Teachers’ 
“Institute Held Yesterday. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS OPEN NEXT MONDAY 


No Ticket Will Be Issued Unless the 
Applicant Has Been Successiully Vac- 
cinated—Friday’s Examination. 


Nearly 200 public school teachers were 
present at the opening exercises of the 
normal institute, in the Girls’ High school 
building, yesterday morning. 

Every school in the city was represented 
and, with only one or two exceptions, every 
teacher connected with the public schools 
responded t» her name as the roll was 
called. 


It was a notable gathering in more re- 
spects than one. Seldom does it nappen 
that a moro brilliant assembly of gifted 
people, embracing all varieties of intellec- 
tual caste ard temperament, is called to- 
gether under one roof, But aside trom 
the individual mierit of these teachers, each 
of them, in a measure, has charge of the 
future welfare of Atlanta in training up 
the boys and girls who are to fill positions 
of honor and responsibility. 

This view of the institute makes it per- 
haps the most important body of workers 
that has met in Atlanta this year. 

For several years it has been the habit 
of the public school teachers, under the 
provisions of a rule adopted by the board 
of education, to meet together annually for 
the purpose of discussing the various 
modes of teaching, and such other matters 
as might properly come up before a body 
of teachers. The time fixed for holding 
these yearly sessions of the institute is 
just in advance of the fall opening cf the 
public school. 

Promptly at 9 o’clock the teachcrs assem- 
bled in the high school building yesterday 
morning to begin the duties of the week, 
which also at the same time marks the be- 
ginning of the fall term. 

Superintendent Slaton presided over the 
general preliminary session. He congratu- 
lated the teachers on their safe return to 
the city, aftes the enjoyment of a long 
summer vacation, and wished them a pleas- 
ant and successful year’s work. He thought 
it a good sign that so many of the teach- 
ers were present at the opening session 
of the institute. It looked very much as if 
they were in earnest and meant to begin 
the year properly. 

The remarks of the superintendent Were 
on the line of normal school work. His 
address was happily worded and in a few 
brief explanatory sentences, he outlined the 
work of the institute for the week. 

The institute was then divided into 
classes, the colored teachers adjourning to 
the business department of the High school 
land the white teachers occupying the 
literary quarters. The following is a HNst 
of the various departments of the institute 
and the teachers in charge of each: 

Literary department, including the high 
school teachers in the literary department 
of each school, presided over by Professor 
W. M. Slaton. 

Business department, in charge of Mrs, 
A. T, Wise, principal of the business de- 
partment of the Girls’ High school. 

Grammar school department, consisting 
of two subdivisions, the seventh and eighth 
grades, in charge of. Professor L, M. Lan- 
drum and the fifth and sixth in charge of 
a teacher to be appointed daily. 

Primary department, consisting of two 
subdivisions: The first and second grades 
in charge of Miss Mary Woolf and the third 
and fourth grades in charge of Miss Nana 
Mitchell. 

Each department vas assigned to Ssepa- 
rate quarters in the building and the ses- 
sions of the institute yesterday lasted from 
10 until 12 o’clock. Today, however, the 
session will begin at 9 o’clock and close at 
noon. 

Every teacher who hay not een cxcused 
by the board of education ‘s expected to be 
in her place this morning. 

School Begins Next Week. 

Next Monday morning the chiltren ct the 
public schools will march bacx to their 
respective school buildings to begin the 
work of the fall term. 

After a rest of nearly three months the 
older pupils will be ready to start in with 
renewed determination. 

The number of little tots who will get 
their first taste of the schoolroom next 
Monday morning is much larger than 
usual. Thiese will be in charge of their 
parents and will largely be under their 
supervision during the day. 

Superintendent Slaton has issued a large 
number of tickets to applicants during the 
summer and this number has been steadily 
increasing during the last few days. 

Many of those applying for seats in the 
public schools are well advanced in years 
and will enter the schools in the upper 
classes. 

From the present indications all the lower 
grades in the public schools, or nearly all 
of them, will be crowded to overflowing. 

Must Be Vaccinated. 

No ticket will be issued by the s.uperin- 
tendent to any applicant who has not been 
sufficiently vaccinated or fails to pring the 
proper certificate of vaccination. 

The rules of the board of education are 
very positive in this requirement. ‘the 
certificate must be signed by an Atlanta 
physician and must certify to the fect 
that the applicant has been successfully 
vaccinated. 

Unless the aprtificate is properly made 
out the applicamt will be dismissed and no 
certificate will be issued until all the re- 
quirements have been satisfied. 

The health of the public school children 
demands that this precaution shovid be 
taken and rational parents can have lho 
ground for sensible objection, The surerin- 
tendent will probably have hie oftlice tull 
of applicants this week and in order to 
save trouble he gives them all fair warn- 
ing. 

Friday’s Examination. 

Next Friday morning at the two Mmgn 
school buildings examinations will be held 
for the benefit of those who may wish to 
enter either of these schools. 

Those who have been promoted from the 
grammar schools will not be required to 
stand this examination, but all who have 
not been so promoted and all new appli- 
cants must take the examination.
